Fiirht Blaze in Blizzard 


Firemen in jackets of ice, moving 


about as human icicles, fought the 
fire under the driection of Chie 
Thompson, in a blizzard considered 
the worst since 1896. A 35-mile an 
hour gale raged at the time, threaten 
Ing to carry the flames across the 
track to the Occident Elevator com 
pany and to the Nortz Lumber yard 
to the east. Had the two-8tor» sash 
and door structure, In the path of the 
flakes, taken blaze, the other. struc 
lures near by undoubtedly would hav< 
been deatroyed.

Many Applications. 


The banks will be established as 


soon as it is practicable. 
Under the 


law, each will have a capital stock of 
$750,000. Applications for loans have 
been pouring in to the board >in great 
volumes recently, and it is estimated 
that a sum more than twenty tidies in 
excess of the combined capital stork 
could be used in fuaking loans. 


Almost the first work of the banks 


after approving and issuing loans will 
be the issuance of farm loan bonds, a 
new form of security in this country. 
The bonds will be issued in denomi- 
nations as small as $25, it is expected, 
and will bear interest at a rate of one 
per cent less than the interest charg- 
ed the farmers on their loans. 


Maximum is Six Percent. 


What this interest rate will he has 


not been definitely determined. It is 
limited -by-law-to-a maximum of six. 
percent. The expectation is that it 
will not exceed r.% percent at first, 
and subsequently may be lowered. 
Loans on farm lands are limited to 
50 percent of the value of the land, 
and may be payable in from five to 
40 years. As fast as the loans are 
made, bonds will lie issued to cover 
them HO that at no time under the 
present plan will a bank's entire cap- 
ital be tied up in loans to the detri- 
ment of other applicants. 


To Find Employes. 


One of the chief tasks now confront- 


ing the board is to find experienced 
employes for the new banks. More 
than fi.OOO applications for the posi- 
tions have been received. The ap- 
pointments will be exempt from civil 
service regulation, but the board in- 
tends assembling experienced men. 
The head of each bank will be desig- 
nated as registrar.

U>ndon, Dec. 27 The Rt. Rev. Her- 


bert Bury, Bishop of the 
Anglican 


Church for Northern Europe, the first 
and only Englishman that has been 
admitted to Germany during the war, 
has just returned and given out a re- 
markable story which has been given 
prominence in the British newspapers. 
Bishop Bury emphasized the courtesy 
of the German military 
authorities, 


who were anxious that he should see 
the improvements at the Ruhleben 
camp for British prisoners at which 
the clergyman spent a whole week. 
Bishop Bury'a visit to Cer-any also 
farmer the subject o fhla serpon be- 
fore his crowded congregation. • 


"My visit was a great surprise to 


:he men," said the Bishop, "as I am 
the only Englishman that has been 
admitted to Germany during the war. 
I at once explained to theoi that I 
came after an invitation fro- the Ger- 
man authorities and with the 
full 
sanction of n,y own government as 
Bishop of Northern Europe. 


Visits War Office 
"I remained' at the camp except for 


a visit to the War Office at Berlin, 
where the administration 
connected 


with prisoners gave me an official re- 
ception. and for one day when 1 vis- 
ted" the-offlcers"-camp~ar~Bl8nken-- 
berghe. 
I was shown the whole life 


of the camp, and bad my meals with 
the Mien in their lofts and horse-boxes, 
and In spare —oments- received special 
messages for friends in England. 


"I Inspected the camp at Ruhfohen 


Tom end to end, and addressed the 
•>en nightly. I held four services on 
Sunday. 
I witnessed an 
exhibition 


football match, a play at the theatre. 
attended special concerts and in fact, 
participated in all phases of camp life. 


Fine Organliaion 
"In all my varied experience I 
iave never seen a better organized 
bit of cotnn, unity life. The. prisoners 
administered their own affairs entire- 
y and the German guard and the of- 
Icial censor seemed to be there just 
o fulfill requirements. 


"Among the 3.600 prisoners there is 


no crime and the moral standard is 
much higher than is usual in a com-, 
uunity of such dimensions. Alt klnda 
of civilizing, humanizing and spiritual 
nfluences are at work. As for food, 
he men practically live upon their 
parcels fro.i. home. Everything that 
goes to the life of the camp in the way 
>f materials has been sent out from 
England or provided at the expense 
of the British government. 


Cauip Censor 


"I may add that all letters front the 


men iiiay be relied upon as accurate. 
as practically everyone with whoni I 
came in contact said they found it so 
difficult to persuade relations at home 
that- they were not keeping souie- 
,hing back. The camp censor a Ger- 
man officer is an absolutely fair and 
straight man. in full sy-pathy with 
he prisoners. Although he could have 
done so had he wished, he never once 
attended a meeting at which I spoke, 
and I was allowed to bring away 
every note I made and every paper 
given >><e. 
"In fact, I was never once interfer- 


ed with in the slightest degree from 
ull and 
uninterrupted 
connection 
with the "ien from start to finish. On 
.he last night of my stay I obtained 
permission for the prisoners to sing 
•God Save the King.' and this was 
repeated when I addresssd the whole 
camp in the open air. I shall never 
'orget the scene of indescribable en- 
husiasm." 


Bishop Bury's conclusion was that 


under -these conditions and the non- 
nterfei fence of the German authorl- 
les, life at Ruhleben was not only 
olerable but character-building as an 
experience.
